The WACS get four

lisle. 
A WAC officer on duty at a sta­ 
tion where ATS are working to’d 
me the latter didn't think much of 
the WACS’ cotton leg-gear. For one 
thing the ATS lisle stockings are 
of the same shade as their uniforms 
while those of the WACS are a 
slightly off-tone. 
WACS can wear rayon stockings 
only when off duty. Only ATS of­ 
ficers can wear rayon. 
At present 
WACS can get rayon stockings— 
limited to one or two pairs at a

purposes.”

More Liquor For 
Ohioans Is Seen 


(By Associated P ra ia ) 
COLUMBUS, Aug. s. — Ohioans 
vere given hope today for more li­ 
quor. 
The Office of Price adm inistra­ 
tion fixed markups for wholesalers 
and 
retailers 
in 
non-monopoly j 
states, effective Aug. 29. and pre-1 
dieted ‘‘an average lowering” of the 
retail price of spiritous beverages. 
While the new regulation will not 
ipply directly to Ohio, this being 
a monopoly state, "it may mean 
more liquor for Ohioans,” said an 
official of the State Department 
of Liquor Control, who declined to 
oe quoted by name. 
The OPA said that in some in- 
‘tances liquor prices had risen “to 
unwarranted high 
levels," 
either 
through 
“misunderstanding 
or 
through evasion and violation” of 
or ice controls. 
"Enforcement of this regulation 
by the OPA.” said the Ohio official, 
‘should make a lot of merchandise 
available to Ohio and other mon­ 
opoly states that we were unable 
to touch before. Naturally distrib­ 
utors and agents have been unwill­ 
ing to sell to Ohio if they could 
get $10 to $15 a case more else­ 
where.” 
Distillers 
have 
contended 
for 
months that Ohio is getting 
an 
■quitable share of their supplies, 
but that increased consumption has 
helped to cause a shortage.

knowledge 
and much care to have success. 
Many are under the wrong im­ 
pression 
though 
regarding 
fall 
transplanting. 
Evergreens transplant very satis­ 
factory during the latter part of 
August and throughout th t fall, any 
tree or bush that drop their leaves 
transplant well as soon 
as 
the 
leaves begin to fall which in many 
cases Is long before frost. 
If you are going to do any land­ 
scaping before winter now is the 
time to be making definite plans. 
Now, too you can choose your va­ 
rieties to advantage by seeing the 
trees and bushes in full leaf by 
going out to Cope Bros, and Fultz 
Nursery on Depot road. 
The tree chosen will be tagged 
and dug just when you want it de­ 
livered and if you have the ground 
ready and the hole dug the trans­ 
planting can be made without the 
least chance of any shock to the 
stock.

Fish Are Plentiful In 
Streams In Spite of 
Recent High Water 


CJBjr Aeeocteted fTHi) 
COLUMBUS. Aug. 9 — Fish 
are 
plentiful in Ohio streams despite 
high‘and muddy waters which lias 
reduced the catch, the State con­ 
servation division reported today. 
"Contrary to the belief that dur­ 
ing tyigb water small fish are wash­ 
ed down stream and disappear, fish 
management men have made checks 
to prove there are plenty of small 
fish In the streams following this 
year'» hatch,” said a department 
announcement. 
E. L. Wicklirf. assistant chief qf 
the (Ish management seetion. said 
checks 
of a 
number of 
heavily 
flooded streams showed an abund­ 
ance of small fish, including small- 
nioutU bass, rock bass, longear sun- 
lish, green sunfish and several spe­ 
cies or minnows, suckers and dar­ 
ters. 
These tests were considered typir 
cal of conditions throughout the 
state and indicate “there will be a 
gcod survival of the 1943 hatch in 
Ohio’s stream, all of which have 
been flooded since the spawning 
season,” the department reported.

(By Associated Brass) 
CANTON, Aug. 9.—A new process 
is enabling a sing e production line 
at the Timken Roller Bearing Co. 
to turn out more than 6,000 heavy 
gun barrels a month, company of­ 
ficials announced today. 
This rate, exceeding output of all 
British factories up to April 17, 
1942, was first hinted by Lieut. Gen. 
Brehon B. 8ome.veil. On th at date, 
the chief of 
the 
Army Service 
Forces told munitions workers at 
Harrison, N. J.: 
"We have developed a new way 
of making gun barrels. Within a 
few weeks, a single American fac­ 
tory using this process will be turn­ 
ing out each month more heavy 
gun b ar:es than all the factories 
of England turned out ln the whole 
war.” 
In a statement approved by mili­ 
tary authorities, the Timken com­ 
pany said its production of more 
than 7,000 75 and 40 millimeter gun 
tubes per month was made possible 
through use of seamless steel tubing 
and its own secret process. The guns 
are mounted on tanks, planes and 
ships. 
Forged Previously 
At the outbreak of the war, gun 
barrels were forged. This involved 
rifling the bore, extensive machin­ 
ing and remelting a quantity of 
scrap Under this process, 300 heavy 
gun tubes a month are regarded as 
a large output for major shops. 
Expanding forging facilities wou’d 
have required months, the company 
asserted. 
Timken came forward with the 
idea of using seamless tubes de­ 
veloped by the concern in the past 
18 vears as a substitute for bar 
stock In manufacture o f machined 
parts for automobiles and pirpFnes. 
Use of the seamless tube elim­ 
inated numerous machining oper 
ations. The company asserted onlv 
15 seconds were required to pierce 
the white-hot round bar of steel,
